Coordination ok Federal Foreign Intel-

1. It is my desire, and I hereby direct, 
that all Federal foreign intelligence ac-

LS I hereby designate you, together with an- 
other person to be named by me as my 
personal representative, as the National 
Intelligence Authority to accomplish this

2. Within the limits of available ap- 
propriations, you shall each from time 
to time assign persons and facilities from 
your respective Departments, which per- 
sons shah collectively form a Central In- 
telligence Group and shall, under the 
direction of a Director of Central Intel- 
ligence, assist the National Intelligence 
Authority.
